ISWEARS GARDNER 


TYPNOTZED nll 
IN $600,000 DEAL 


Joseph Gerardi Jr. Testifies 
He Believed Everything 
Promoter Told Him. 


FATHER ALSO WITNESS 


Transactions Referred to as 
Fraud After Judge Rules 
Against Word. 


Joseph Gerardi Jr. testified Thursday 


eGardner hypnotized him during a realty 
deal and that he believed everything 
Gardner told him. He was on the stand 
in his attach-nent suit against the insur- 
ance promoter. 

This statement came out Ruling cross- 
examination of Gerardi by Arthur N. 
Sager, Gardner's lawyer. Gerardi said 
the plan was to float $600,000 in bonds on 


a piece of real estate, and thereby raise 
money to build a hotel. Sager wanted 
to know how he expected to do this 
when he did not own an equity in the 
real estate. 

“I don’t know. Gardner said that was 
what we would do,”’ Gerardi replied. ‘I 
believed everything he told me. I was 
hypnotized.”’ 

Sager tried to show that the money 
Gerardi put into the enterprise was not 
his own, but belonged to his father, 
Joseph Gerardi Sr., and that the son’s 
hame was used on account of creditors 
of the elder Gerardi. The son denied 
this. He said part of the money had 
been given to him by an aunt, and that 
the balance he saved out of his salary 
of $150 a month as clerk at the Grand 
Avenue Hotel, then owned by his father. 
He said his father and mother gave 
him money, too. 

During thé cross-examination of the 
son, Sager asked him if he had not tes- 
tified, in the trial of Gardner on an 
embezzlement charge, that the money 
in the deal was not his own. Young 
Gerardi said he had so testified. Sa- 
ger wanted to know how he reconciled 
that testimony with his present state- 
ment that the money was his, but 
Judge . Williams interrupted, saying 
Gerardi’s testimony spoke for itself. 

Calls Deal a Fraud. 

Gerardi constantly referred to the deal 
as a fraud, and said Gardner had vic- 
timized him. Sager objected to such 
terms, and was invariably sustained by 
the Court. But Gerardi continued to 
use them. 

The elder Gerardi told of his first 
meeting with Gardner, in the office of 
the Cella Commission Co. 

“Gardner told me he had $150,000 worth 
of bonds and $50,000 In cash and a home 
worth $50,000," Gerardi Sr. testified. ‘‘I 
thought he was a big business man.” 

The , negotiation for the hotel deal 
were conducted for the most part be- 
tween Gardner and the elder Gerardi, 
but the father said he acted only as 
agent for his son. 

Quotes Gardner on Sager. 

Gerardi testified Wednesday that 
when, in 1904, he threatened Gardner 
with indictment, Gardner retorted: 

“Go ahead; I’ve got Sager and Grant 
Gillespie fixed.”’ 

A. N. Sager then was Circuit At- 
torney, and Gillespie was one of his 
assistants. In this suit, Sager is de- 
fending Gardner. Gillespie was coun- 
sel for the International and Conti- 
nental Fire Assurance companies, dr- 
ganized by Gardner, which are now 
in the hands of receivers. 

Gillespie prosecuted Gardner when 
he was tried on an embezzlement 
charge in 1906. Gardner was 4c- 
4 cquitted. 

Marion C. Early, who is assisting 
Seger in the defense of the present 
Girardi suit, attempted to interrupt 
Gerardi when he started to relate 
what Gardner had told him about 
Seger and Gillespie, but Sager told 
the withess to go ahead. 

Gerardi has attached $8000‘ deposited 
to Gardner’s credit with the Common- 
wealth Trust Co. and is trying to get 
a verdict which will give him possession 
of it. His total.claim is for $16,200. He 
charges that he paid Gardner $36, 200 
to be “used in case a hotel was built at 
Kingshighway and Maryland ave., that 
the deal fell through and that Gardner 
returned only $20,000 of his money. Gard- 
ner says Gerardi bought stock in the 
Monarch Realty Co., organized to pro- 
mote the deal and that Gardner did 
not obligate himself to return the

“My cousin Ferd had a hat like that,”’ 
she said.

MEN IDLE TEN WEEKS 


Employers in Tampa, Fila., 
Resist Proposed Union- 
ization of Factories. 





St. Louis smokers with a taste for 
clear Havana cigars at 10 cents straight 
either will have to do without them or 
pay higher prices. The strike of cigar- 
makers in the Cuban factories of Tam- 
pa, Fla., has long since stopped the 
output of this class of cigars and St. 


Louis: dealers have exhausted their re- 


serve. supplies. 

Hight of the Cuban factories which 
provide Havanas for thousands of St. 
Loulsans have been closed for 10 weeks. 
even the 
costlier brands which they manufac- 
ture will be hard to get here. 

The controversy’ arose when the In- 
ternational Cigarmakers’ Union de- 
manded that all the employes, including 
the foremen of the ‘Cuban factories in 
Tampa, be unionized and that only 
members of that organization be hired. 

The owners contend that they must 
draw on Cuba for their employes and 
that these workers are not organized. 
Many of the Cuban cigarmakers eén- 
tered the union and without a full 
force at their disposal, the manufac- 
turers decided to close their plants. 
They say that if the union doesn’t 
yield they will remove their factories 
from Tampa to some smaller town, in 
which there is no labor organization. 
About 30,000 men were thrown out of 
employment by the strike. 

Charlies P. Stanley, who is interested 
in four factories in Tampa said Cuban 
cigarmakers are the most skillful in 
the world. Their places cannot be 
taken by Americans, because the Cu- 
bans do hand work only. 
cigarmakers are accustomed to the use 
of moulds to shape cigars. Plenty of 
cigars made in Tampa are called Ha- 

vanas, but they are either manufac- 
tured from inferior tobacco or else 
turned out with the aid of machinery. 
They can still be bought in St. Louis 
at the old prices, because the fac- 
tories in which they are manufactured 


are unionized.

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THINGS THAT WILL BE. 

A forecast of the probable effects of the Pan- 
ama Canal upon our commerce, and especially 
upon that of the Southern States, will be pub- 
lished in the Magazine Section of the Post-Dis- 
patch next Sunday, accompanied by illustrative 
maps. It is expected that the opportunities of 
South American trade through the canal will 
stir all the gulf ports to an increased activity 
end quicken also the industrial enterprises of the 
tributary country. 

The subject is one of deep interest to St. Louis, 
for, through the waterway of the Mississippi, this 
city is bound to share in the new activity that 
will follow the opening of the canal. At the 
present time the bulk of the Central and Soyth 
American trade is divided between Great Britain 
and Germany.

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THE LIONBERGER- FRANCIS E FEUD. 


Announcing himself as an enemy of David R. 
Francis, a Demooratic candidate for nomination 
as United States Senator, Isaac H. Lionberger, an 
attorney, defended the conduct of Francis in sell- 
ing out the Merchants Bridge to the Terminal 
Trust. He indulged in hostile criticism of the 
Post-Dispatch because it had printed :the facts in 
regard to this transaction between Francis and 
the Terminal Monopoly but, beyond saying that 
he himself was known to be an enemy of Francis, 
he gave no explanation of the cause of the en- 
mity. Invited by the Post-Dispatch to give such 
an explanation he made no reply.

The magnitude 
of his transactions was altogether out of pro- 
portion to his means and his standing In the 
community.

If, as I assume, you acted with good faith in

PARIS, Oct. 13.—The French Govern- 
ment is meeting the situation resulting 
from the general strike of railroad em- 
ployes with a firmness that challenges 
the admiration even of those who sym- 
pathize with the men in their demands 
for a minimum wage of $1 a day. This 
morning five of the strike leaders were 
arrested. 

This was in fulfillment of / Premier 
Briand’s promise to punish the agitators 
who, he has declared, precipitated an 
insurrectionary movement at the hour 
the Premier and M. Millerand, Minister 
of Public Works, Posts and Telegraphs, 
were conducting negotiations for 4 
peaceful adjustment of differences be- 
tween the railroad managers and the 
employes. 

The National 
thoroughly demoralized the service on 
the Northern and Western systems, but 
it had less success in the Eastern and 
Southern lines. 

Other Unions Strike. 

The men of the Paris, Lyons & 
strike and the Eastern system is 
severely hampered, but many trains are 
being operated as usual on the former 
system. The employes of the Paris- 
Orleans road and the Paris subway 


subway lines. were being operated as 
usual] this morning. 


bricklayers and pavers have voted a 
general] strike beginning today. Other 
trades unions are meeting and are ex- 
pressing similar intentions. 

The five strike leaders arrested fhis 
morning attempted a dramatic scene 
by assembling in the office of the 
Humanite, a Socialist newspaper, where 
they passed the night in the company 
of virtually the complete Socialist dele- 
gation of the Chamber of Deputies, 
awaiting the arrival) of the police. When 
the officers arrived and the deputies 
began to make inflammatory speeches, 
the perfect of police cut the proceed- 
ings short and hustled the leaders off 
in cabs. 


Violence Is Disclaimed, 
The mobilization of railroad reservists 


ordered by the Government is proceed- 
ing. The men have responded in large 
numbers, but as yet they have not been 
ordered to take up the work of the 
strikers. 

Thousands of suburbanites were fur- 
ther inconvenienced by a deluge of rain 
which made many of the roads leading 
into the, city impassable to pedestrians. 
As a consequence many failed to report 
at their orfizes and the buhiness of the 
city was upset. | 

A number of acts of violence against 
the rolling stock is reported from the 
provinces. The strikers disclaim re- 
sponsibility, for these, saying the dam- 
age has been done by persons not con- 
nected with the railroads. 

The strike is effective on the West- 
ern road, leading to Le Mans, Brest, 
Cherbourg, Havre and Dieppe, and on 
the Northern road, extending to 
Amiens, Boulogne and Calais. It had 
failed up to this afternoon on the 
southern divisions, over which Dijon, 
Chalons, Lyons and Marseilles on the 
Mediterranean are teached. The East- 
ern road to Belgium and German points 
was severely hampered, but not wholly 
tied up.

BERLIN, Oct. 1.—Passenger and 


freight traffic by railway with 
France was practically suspended.

Captain of Yacht on Which 
Royal Party Fled Describes 
the Voyage.

LISBON, Portugal, Oct. 13.—Capt. Mo- 
reira Desa, who commanded the royal 
yacht Amelie on her historic voyage 
from Lisbon to Gibraltar with King 
Manuel and Queen Amelie, has given 
to the Post-Dispatch correspondent in- 
teresting details of the journey. With 
him were Commander Joao Castille 
Branco and Lieut. Hugo O'Neil and the 
Marquis of Lavredis, all of whom have 
not beeh relieved of their commands. 

The revolutionary outbreak being 
«wholly unexpected, the order to take 
royal fagitives on: board left little time 
for preparations. 

‘‘We had barely two hours to do ev- 
erything,’’ said Desa. ‘There was little

in the way of:provisions aboard and, 


when we sent ashore for a supply all 
we could get was bread, potatoes and 
some other vegetables. The royal party 
came aboard at Evieceira. 

“The King bore up well and bravely 
faced his misfortunes. He was smoking 
a cigarette as he stepped up the gang- 
way. The Dowager Queen and the Queen 
Mother naturally were laboring under 
great emotion.. For an hour they gave 
way to tears and were in a state of par- 
tial cellapse. Dom Alfonso (the King’s 
uncle) said little to the other members 
of the party. He appeared worried and 
anxious. Silently he paced the deck for 
hours. 

No Champagne That Day. 

“The voyage to Gibraltar occupied 24 
hours. There was barely enough supply 
of provisions for the trip and the fare 
was frugal in the extreme for those so 
recently enjoying the luxury of the 
royal palace. There was no champagne. 
The simple evening meal consisted of 
sardines, cheese and fruit. It was 
washed down with Portuguese vin ordi- 
naire, a green wine rather strong to the 
taste. The King drank and declared he 
enjoyed it, but the royal ladies ulti- 
mately asked for water. The ship’s 
cook was able to supply Brazilian cof- 
fee after dinner, for which the royalties 
were very grateful. During the night 
the royal party conversed little. They 
evidently were bowed down by the 
weight of the misfortune which had 
overtaken them. 


“King. Manuel was heard discussing 
the situation frankly with Dom Alfonso. 
The former expressed a certain feel- 
ing of satisfaction with what had hap- 
pened and declared that he was utter- 
ly weary of bearing the burden of the 
crewn of Portugal. His. Majesty spoke 
in strong terms of disgust about the 
army of sychophants and corrupt place- 
hunters who surrounded the throne. He 
did not. hesitate to express admiration 
for some of the Republican ‘ieaders, 
who, at all events, he observed, showed 
courage and energy, whereas the war- 
ring sections of the Monarchist party 
showed neither resolution nor ordinary 
pluck.”’ 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent 
gathered from Capt. Desa that the 
King felt bitterly his utter desertion 
in the hour of trial by those who al- 
ways had teen foremost in professing 
undying loyalty. When he took flight 
he had not seen a single member of 
his Cabinet, nor did. the ministers seek 
communication with him in any way. 
In fact, the King was in complete ig- 
norance of what was happening in Lis- 
bon or what measures had been taken 
to cope with the Republican outbreak. 
When the storm broke the members of 
the+ Cabinet fled the country or hid 
themselves in their houses, leaving the 


j young monarch to look after himself. 


Prime Minister Shot in Foot. 

The late Prime Minister was the only 
member of the Cabinet prevented from 
bolting with the rest, because he was 
wounded in the foot by a bullet avhen 
he was leaving hig house early Tues- 
day morning. 

The final leave-taking at Gibraltar 
was pathetic. The King, with tears in 
his eyes, thanked the. Captain and 
crew for the loyal service they ren- 
dered when he had been abandoned by 
almost all his entourage. His majesty 
shook hands With the Captain and each 
member of the crew, bade them re- 
member that Portugal is their country 
whatever comes, and counseled them 
to do the r duty as loyal Portuguese. 

“T hope,” said* His Majesty, ‘‘that-my 
poor country will be happy under a 
republic. Her trials have been severe. 
May a brighter day soon dawn upon 
her.”’ 

Everyone on board was much touched 
by this dignified farewell. 

Before leaving, the King presented 
to Capt.. Desa, a signed photograph. 

All the royal arms and other insignia 
of the failen dynasty are being re- 
moved from the hotels, clubs, banks and 
public buildings in Lisbon. Wheoe they 
cannot “be easily removed, 
daubed over with cheap paint.

Central Figure in Batting Scandal Says He 


Thought E. V. Parrish Was Making a 
- ‘Wrong Ruling Sunday. 





CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 13.—Na poleon 
Lajoie does not deny calling the of- 


ficial scorer in St. Louis by telephone, 
after Sunday's double-header. Larry 
says he inquired as to the number of 
hits he had been credited with, and 
when informed that Parrish had giv- 
en him eight hits and a sacrifice, he 
says, he tried to exptsin to the scorer 
that the roller on which he was cred- 
ited with a sacrifice was as legitimate 
a hit a& any of the other eight. 

Larry told Parrish that all the play- 
ers, and Umpire Evans, too, thought 
he was entitled to nine hits. 

Lajoie knows nothing. about the 
man. who offered Parrish a $40 suit of 
clothes if he would change the sacri- 
fice to a single. He says he was en- 
tirely ignorant of that offer until he 
read something about it in the papers. 


The above despatch is from the Post- 
Dispatch’s Cleveland correspondent and 
is in answer to a query as to what 
Lajoie had to say relative to the revela- 
tion of E. V. Parrish, who scored Sun- 
day’s double header between Cleveland 
and the Browns. 

In that game Lajoie was credited with 
eight hits in eight times at bat. The 
ensuing scandal, involving imputations 
of hippodrome against Lajoie, ‘‘Red’’ 
Corriden, O'Connor and others, induced 
Mr. Parrish to make public the follow- 
ing letter, said to have been received bv 


him while re was in the press box dur-. 


ing the memorable games: 

“Mr. Parrish: If you can see where 
Lajoie gets B. H. instead of a sac- 
rifice I will give you an order for a 
$40 suit of clothes—sure, Answer by 
bey. In behalf of I ask it of 
you.” 

Mr. Parrish says* he has no si 6 ton 
ledge of the handwriting on the note 
and has no means of identifying the 
sender of the letter. His version of 
the circumstances leading up to the 
reception of the note follows: 

“In the second game Lajoie bunted 
his first time up. It was a clean hit. 
His second time up, which was in the | 
third inhing, he bunted again. Cor- 
riden, third baseman of the St. Louis 
team, fumbled the ball and Lajoie 
was safe at first. A runner was on 
first, with none out. He advanced to 
second. In my opinion, Corriden could 
have gotten Lajoie at first easily by 
clean handling of the Dall. There 
was but one way to score the play a 
sacrifice hit and an error for Corri- 
den. 

“Immediately the play was made 
the usual questions as to how it was 
scored were asked. My answer was 
a sacrifice hit and an error. This in- 
formation was imparted to the St. 
Louis bench. 

“A&A few minutes later Harry Howell, 
former pitcher of the Browns, and 
now scout for the ball club, came to 
the press box. 

“*How did you score that play?’ 
asked he.

“A few minutes after he left the 
bat boy of the St. Louis Browns came 
to the press box and told me he 
wanted to see me‘ behind the stand.

“After I arrived home from the ball 
game that evening my telephone rang. 

“*¥ou don’t know who this is?’ was 
the greeting. 

“I replied that I did not. 

“*This is Mr. Lajoie,’ was the reply. 

** "Who?" said I. 

“"*Mr. Lajoie,’ again came the re- 
piy. 

_ “*T understand that you are having 

some trouble regarding my hits in 

today’s games,” said he. 

“I replied that I was having no 
trouble. That it was other parties who 
were having trouble. 

*“*How manv hits did you give me?’
